DISTINGUISHED PEOPLE PRESENT. 


Wery Disagreeable Weather, But a Large 
Turnout of Ex-Confederates—Exer- 
cises at the Monument.

Ricumonp, Va.,"G October 27.—The day 
©pened gloomy and wet, with no change in 
the condition of the weather from that which 
thas prevailed for three days past. The heavy 
flouds which have overhung the city and 
Since Sunday night have given an almost in- 
cessant downpour of rain, remained unbroken 
and threatening, and Richmond's big day 
was ushered in with a misty rain which fell 
steadily, with no indication of cessation. 
Despite all this, however, the people of the 
city and many thousand visitors were early 
on the streets,and by 9 o’clock the moving 
ynuititude was so great that it was plainly 
evident that Richmond’s population for the 
gay was as large and probably larBer than on 
any previous occasion. Atan early hour the 
sound of martial music was heardin every 
direction, and military, mounted and afoot, 
could be seen moving to their vari- 
ous positions preparatory to the formation 
of the procession. Mounted marshals and 
couriers dashed hither and thither, directing 
the movements of troops and arranging the 
line of march. 

Before ten o’clock the rain had temporarily 
ceased, but the clouds remained unbroken and 
threatening. The people, however, seemed 
mot to notice this, but had apparently made up 
their minds to carry out the programme of the 
day in all details, rain or shine. The visiting 
ynilitary consists of two corps of cadets, one 
from the Virginia Military institute and the 
other from Blacksburg Agricultural and Me- 
chanical college; two regiments Virginia in- 
Yantry, three companies of cavalry, four com- 
panies of artillery, also two companies of in- 
fantry from North Carolina, and one from 
‘Maryland. Besides these there are several 
camps of confederate veterans from different 
‘arts of the state,.and six hundred veterans of 

he Maryland Line. The latter arrived here 
this morning, and their appearance on the 
streets with the Marine band of Washington at 
the head of the line created considerable 
jnterest, and they were everywhere greeted 
with enthusiasm. Four professors and fifty- 
five students arrived this morning from Wash- 
ington and Lee university. General R. B. Lee 
was at the time of his death aig ag of the 
institution, and was succeeded by his son, 
General G. W. Curtis Lee, who is now presi- 
dent. Owing to the recent illness of the latter, 
the was unable to participate in today’s cere- 
monies, but his brothers, General W. H. F. 
{popularly known as ‘‘Rooney’’) Lee, and Cap- 
tain Robert E. Lee, are here. The only other 
immediate members of the family are two 
daughters, who are at present in Europe. 

Ata few minutes before eleven o'clock, 
everything being in readiness, the procession 
began to move. At the head of the line, after 
detachments of mounted police, came the 
chief marshal of the day, General Wade 
Hampton, riding side by side with Governor 
Fitzhugh Lee, both superb! mounted. 
Then followed the governor’s staff in brilliant 
uniform and assistant marshals. Next in suc- 
cessive order came the Virginia Confederate 
Veteran camps, Veterans of the Maryland 
line, Volunteer Infantry of Virginia, and North 
Carolina Artillery, and then all various civic 
organizations, embracing the Grand Lodge of 
Virginia Masons; two commanderies of 
Knights Templar; Blue Lodge Masons; 
Druids, Elks, Junior Order of American Me- 
chanics; Odd Fellows, and other societies in 
regalia. 
has never before been seen in Richmond. 
Dense crowds packed the sidewalks along the 
whole route of march, and the enthusiasm of 
the populace was given vent to in almost in- 
cessant cheers to be but increased as some fa- 
yorite or famed organization passed by. 

The procession was nearly an hour in passing 
a given point, the Richmond fire department, 
with all apparatus, bringing up the rear. Win- 
dows and every other. available elevated place 
along the line of march were filled with people, 
mainlv ladies, who cheered the wet procession- 
fists by waving hats and handkerchiefs and ex- 
pressed their pleasure in various other ways. 

he scene, as the head of the column marched 
into the monument grounds, was, despite the 
drizzle, very inspiring—General Wade Hamp- 
ton and Governor Lee riding in front, side by 
side, as lovingly as when in other days they 
commanded cayalry inthe army of northern 
Virginia. The cavalry escort, distinguished 
guests in carriages, veterans and military all 
combined to make a brilliant pageant. The 
statue of Fame Crowning Lee at the entrance 
of the grounds was surrounded by about one 


hundred veteran-inmates of the Con- 
federate Soldiers’ Home, and as 
the head of the line approached 


they unveiled the statue and fired a salute. 
This statue is a plaster cast of the colossal one 
on an imitation granite base, designed and 
constructed by John A. Elden and W. L. 
Sheppard, two of Richmond’s best known art- 
ists, and is the decided feature of the many 
designs and decorations to be seen throughout 
the city. The enthusiasm of the veterans of 
Lee Camp home was touching to witness as 
they recognized so many of their old leaders 
sal cmminuadna in line and greeted them with 
the old-time confederate yell, which, if not as 
strong as in former days, was at least as hearty 
and sincere. The grand stand, to which rd 
mission was had only by tickets of invitation, 
was soon filled, while many thousands stood 
in the mud and rain in as close proximity as 
possible. The Marine band, of Washington, 
piayed “Dixie,” “Star Spangled Banner,” 
“Yankee Doodle’ and other popular airs, 
while the veterans, grand lodge of Masons and 
other organizations took the places assigned 
them. 

Despite the constant drizzle, which soon in- 
rreased to a hard rain, the people held their 
places with amazing patience. A veteran 
voiced the sentiments of all, when he said: 

“We used to follow Marse Bob in much 
gorse weather than this, and surely we can 
cheerfully stand this to do him honor.” 

Governor Lee called the vast assemblage to 
order and said: 

Citizens and Comrades: As governor of Virginia, 
Jam, underthe law, a member of the Lee Monument 
association, and by the action of that association, I 
am its president. The duty, therefore, devolves upon 
me of cpening these ceremonies, which are to mark 
not only an eventin the history of Virginia and its 
Capital city, but of all sections of our country, where 
the heroism of the southern soldiery is duly appre- 
ciated and rememberéd.

General Early was greeted with thunders of 
applause. Ina few remarks he expressed his 

ratification at seeing so large a gathering. 

e referred to the original formation of this 
monument association, over which ex-Presi- 
dent Dayis presided, and paid an eloquent 
tribute to the distinguished ex-president of the 
confederacy, and. regretted his absence from 
Richmond on this occasion. He said he knew 
he gave utterance to the sentiments of this vast 
assemblage when he expressed the hope that 
Mr. Davis would be here at the unveiling of 
the proposed monument. General Early said 
that Lee needed no monument, but ‘‘we owe it 
to ourselves to erect it,’’ and that, however, 
certain men may go back on their principles, 
the noble women of the south would be ever 
true. 

General Early then in fitting terms intro- 
duced Captain William Gordon McCabe, of 
Petersburg, who paid a glowing tribute to the 
late Captain James Barron Hope, the gifted 
author of the poem which he was about to 
read. He then proceeded with the reading. 
Captain McCabe’s recitation of the poem was 
masterly in its manner and was frequently in- 
terrupted with rapturous applause. 

General meer next introduced Colonel 
Charles Marshall, military secretary of Gen- 
eral R. E. Lee, who delivered the oration of 
the day. . 

At the conclusion of Colonel Marshall’s 
oration, the reading of which occupied over an 
hour and a half, General Wade Hampton was 
called upon and responded ina few remarks, 
in the course of which he said he regarded Lee 
as even a greater man than Washington, and 
spoke of the great veneration which the people 
of South Carolina had for the dead confederate 
chieftain. 

General Early then closed the proceedings 
With appropriate remarks, and the gathering 
dispersed, and this ended a day which will 
ever be memorable in the history of this city. 


IMPRISONED IN A TANK, 


A Workman’s Hour and a Half of Peril 
and Agony. 


PATERSON, October 27.—A very remarkable 
accident occurred at the Grant Locomotive 
works in this city about 5 o’clock this evening. 
Archibald McFadden, aged forty, crawled into 
a water tank which formed a part of the ten- 
der of a new locomotive, in order to remedy a 
slight defect before the locomotive was sent 
out of the shop. He entered through the hole 
on top through which the tank is filled with 
water, taking with him, besides his tools, an 
oil lamp and a piece of carpet to put under his 
knees when he knelt on the hard iron. The 
interior of the tank is braced with rods run- 
ning in all directions,and it is like making 
one’s way through the meshes of a series of 
nets to move about in it. 

McFadden entered the tank about 5 o’clock. 
A few moments afterward the other men 
heard smothered cries and groans issuing from 
the hole, and a little later acloud of smoke 
came out. The man had upset his lamp, set 
fire to his clothing and the piece of carpet, and 
was unable to make his way out. One after 
another men entered the hole, but each 
immediately came out again choking and half 
smothcved with the smoke and gases given off 
by the oily flames inside. The shrieks of Mc- 
Fadden for help made them redouble their 
efforts, but in vain. A stream of water was 
poured in to put outgthe fire, until it was found 
necessary to stop lest the water should drown 
the imprisoned workman. Then a stream of 
air was pumped in to keep hig, from suffocat- 
ing. ‘ 
he affair caused the most intense excite- 
ment. Hundreds of men gathered around the 
tank making all sorts of suggestions, and again 
and again venturesome men volunteered to go 
in, but no one got his body out of sight before 
he backed out. W.W. Evans, the manager 
of the company, offered $100 reward for the 
man who would rescue McFadden, but it was 
of no avail. It was a physical impossibility to 
penetrate far into the tank. 

‘“Then,’’ saidMr. Evans, ‘‘tear out the top of 
the tank.’’ 

A hundred hammers and cold chisels were at 
once at work, and the rivet heads flew in all 
directions. In fifteen minutes the stout boiler 
ironewas torn away enough to allow the unfor- 
tunate man to be rescued. He was nearly dead 
when he was taken out, for he had been in the 
tank nearly an hour and a half, having gonein 
about five o’clock and had been taken out 
about half-past six o’clock. He was frightful- 
ly burned about the legs and lower part of the 
body, and it is feared that he cannot recover. 
He was at once removed to the Sisters’ hos- 
pital, where he now lies in a very critical con- 
dition. He had managed to put out the fire 
with the water that had been poured in and 
the air forced in had saved his life; but he is 
suffering from the shock.

A STEAMER BURNED. 


The Alberta Destroyed at Indian Bay—One 
Life Lost. 

Mempuis, October 27.—Alberta, No. 3, a 
small steamer, running.as a regular Mem- 
yhis and river packet, burned today, at Indian 
gay, Ark, near the mouth of White river. 
She was enroute to Memphis, and her cargo 
consisted of 572 bales of cotton and a large lot 
of cotton seed, which together with books and 
yapers were totally destroyed. Captain Gibbs, 
or first clerk, is the only person reported lost. 
He was about sixty years of age, and has been 
engaged in steamboating out of this city for 
many years. The cotton and seed was con- 
signed to Memphis merchants. The Alberta 
was owned by the Memphis and White River 
Packet company, and was valued at $10,000. 
Insurance unknown.

States. Supreme Court 
IN THE CASE OF THE ANARCHISTS, 


Large Crowds About the Courtroom—Three 
Hours’ Argument by Counsel 
on Each Side. 


Wasuineton, October 27.—The anticipation 
of an argument before the United States sua- 
preme court today on petition for a writ of 
error in the Chicago anarchists’ case attracted 
to the capitol crowas of eager people who 
seemed as anxious to gain admission to the 
court room as if the anarchists themselves 
were to be present in chains and leg-fetters 
and argue their own case in person. More than 
an hour before the court assembled, the court 
room was densely packed with people, whé 
not only occupied all the seats provided for the 
spectators, but encroached upon the precincts of 
the bar and stood in closely packed throngs in 
openspaces on each side of the door. Even 
out in the corridor there was a crowd endeay- 
oring to at least get a glimpse of the mterior 
of the court room through the entrance. - The 
audience was destined, however, to be, at least 
for a time, disappointed. : 

When the court was called to order at twelve 
o’clock, and candidates for admission to the 
bar had been sworn, the chief justice 4an- 
nounced that the court would proceed with 
the unfinished business of yesterday. This 
unfinished business was a case from Louisiana 
which, however important to the litigants, h 
very little popular interest. 

Argument in the Louisiana case Was COM- 
cluded at five minutes past one, and the chief 
justice said: 


Writ of error in the case of Spies and others.” 
General B. F. Butler asked the court how 
much time would be allowed for argument. 
His brother, Mr. Tucker, represented, he said, 
a majority of the petitioners. He himself re 
resented two of them, of whose cases were in 
some respect, different from those of the oth- 
ers. He would not speak merely for the sake 


ried. 


desired. General Butlersaid he would like an 
hour and a half for himself, and an hour and 
a half for his associate, Tucker. 

The chief jusfite said: “Very well, we will 
allow you three hours on a side.”’ 


as he and his associates did not yet know what 
scope the argument would take, he could not 
say how much time they would desire. He 
would like, however, to have an opportunity 
given to his associate, Mr. Grinnell, to speak. 

The chief justice said that each side would 
be allowed three hours, and that Grinnell 
might speak. 

At a quarter past one J. Randolph Tucker 
opened the argument in support of the petition 
for a writ of error. He said that it was not 
necessary for him to show, as a condition pre- 
cedent to the granting of the writ, that the ac- 
tion complained of in the court below was 
actually repugnant toor in violation of the con- 
stitution. It was only necessary to show that 
a conflict had arisen; that there was a question 
whether the action complained of was not re- 
pugnant to the eonstitution. That was enough 
to give this court jurisdiction. It was the 
object of the statute of 1867 to give free access 
to this court in all cases where there was a 
question of this kind. It was not necessary to 
show repugnance, but only a conflict. If there 
is a conflict, then this court has jurisdiction, 
and if it has jurisdiction then the petitioners 
are entitled to their writ as a right. 

“This court,’’ said Mr. Tucker, “is the city 
of refuge from the avenger of blood, and any 
man who comes here and takes hold of the 
horns of justice, should not be repulsed. The 
policy of this court, he said, had been to deal 
liberally with petitions for writs of error in 
civil cases. How much more should it deal 
liberally with a petition for a writ of error ina 
criminal case, involving the issue of life and 
death, in acase where life was about to be 
taken way in violation of the constitution.’’ 

Mr. Tucker then proceeded to a careful 
analysis of the fourteenth amendment, and an 
attempt to ascertain the meaning of the words 
‘‘due process of law.”’ Mr. Tucker finished 
speaking at 2:35, and was followed by Attor- 
ney-General Hunt in behalf of the state of 
Illinois, who spoke till the court adjourned. 

In arguing upon the merits of the case Mr. 
Tucker said that it was not necessary that the 
law of a state should be absolutely and on its 
face unconstitutional in order to give this 
court jurisdiction of the case under it. Ifa 
law seemingly fair and just on its face, should 
have put upon it, by a state court’s construc- 
tion contrary to ths constitution, that was 
enough to give this court jurisdiction. If any 
department of a state government violates 
the terms of the 14th amendment, it is the 
state which violates it. Mr. Tucker then re- 
viewed the history of the adoption of the 14th 
amendment and sail that although it- was 
origninally intended to guarantee particularly 
the rights of the enfranchised blacks, there 
was no reason why white citizens should not 
also enjoy the benefit of its provisions. 

Mr. Tucker quoted the 14th amendment and 
discussed the meaning of the words, ‘“‘due pro- 
cess of law,’’ and said that, although it had 
been held by this court that a trial without in- 
dictment by a grand jury might be ‘‘due pro- 
cess of law’’ and might be perfectly constitu- 
tional, it had never been held nor intimated 
that a trial by a petit jury could be dispensed 
with. It othe Bel gp said, to be everywhere 
conceded that the “due process of law’’ re- 
quired trial by a jury of one’s peers. After 
quoting copiously from authorities and adjudged 
cases in support of this position, Mr. Tucker 


said: 
Now. if I have succeeded in showing that “due 
process of law’ means a trial by jury, the question 


arises what kind of a jury, foritis of essence of a 
jury trial that it shall not be before a packed og ee 
that a ji ror shall not have made up his mind be- 
fore the case is heard that I ought to be hanged. 
It is essential that a jury should be unbiased, un- 
prejudiced and impartial, and that it should not be 
a Cass jury. 

Mr. Tucker then asserted that the jury law 
of the state of Illinois was unconstitutional, 
in that it provided that the forming of an 
opinion from reports or from newspaper ac- 
counts of a certain transaction should not nec- 
essarily disqualify a person having such an 
opinion from sitting in judgment on that 
transaction asa juror. Even although a law 
might seem to be fair and just, if by construc- 
tion and administration it were made to one 
to the prisoners the right of trial by a fair an 
impartial jury, then such construction and ad- 


ministration constituted law and made 
it unconstitutional Turning ww 4il- 
other question raised which, he 


said, was a new one in thiscourt, he quoted 
the second clause of the 14th amendment to 
the effect that— 

No state shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of @'tl- 
zens of the United States. 

Among the privileges and immunities thus 
guaranteed by the 14th amendment, were, he 
contended, those set forth in the first ten 
amendments to the federal constitution, such 
as ‘the rights of citizens to secure their per- 
sons, houses, papers and effects against un- 
reasonable searches and seizures, (fourth 
amendment) and the immunity designated in 
a clause of the fifth amendment which provides 
that no person shall be compelled in any crime 
inal case to be a witness against himself. 


It had been maintained, he said, 
that these first ten ainendments , to 
the constitution were limitations of 


federal power only; but in his opinion they 
had also the character of a bill of rights, 
showed what some of the rights of the citizens 
of the United States were, and those rights, 
privileges and immunities were carried 0%

The attorney gen- 
eral opposed this view and insisted that the pro- 
hibitions contained in the first ten amendments 
to the constitution are limitations on the powers 
of the federal government and not upon the 
states. So far as the petitioners rely upon any- 
thing contained in those amendments, they can 
have no standing in this court. The fourteenth 
amendment is equally foreign to any right, 
privilege or immunity here claimed by peti- 
tioners, The fourteenth amendment declares: 

No STATE shall make or enforce ANY LAW which 
shall abridge t! e privi‘ege or immunities of citizens 
of the United Stafes, nor shall any state deprive any 
person of lite, liberty or {property without due pro- 
cess of law; nor deny to any person within its juris- 
diction the equa! protection of laws, : 

The record will show that the complaint is 
not that the state has made or {is inforcing a 
law which deprives the petitioners of any of 
the privileges orimmunities guaranteed by 
that section, but that they are deprived of | 
rights by an erroneous construction of the 
law, placed upon it by a trial court of the state. 
Petitioners did not claim in the supreme court 
of the state that the 'llinois act of 1874 was 
repugnant to the constitution, treaties or laws 
of the United states, nor that the authority of 
the court was exercised under it, but that the 
act was constitutional and valid and the court 
exercised its power in violation of that law. 
The petitioners were tried in courts of the state 
mnder laws of the state, and that constitutes 
the due process of law. It is not material 
that this or any other court might have 
ruled differently under the law. 

Due process of law means the “law of the 
land.’’ In the case of Presser vs. the 
state of Illinois, November, 1885, the federal 
question raised was as to the right to bear 
arms, and it was contended that the Lllinois 
statute was a limitation of his rights as a 
citizen of the United States under the 14th 
amendment. This court held that the right 
to bear arms was no right guaranteed by the 
constitution of the United States, though the 
federal government was only prevented by the 
second amendment from infringing that 
right. Dealing with such a right was a mat- 
ter forstate discretion, and that as a police 
measure a state could treat itas it chose. It 
was held, furthermore, that bearing arms was 
not a privilege or ‘immunity’ of citizenship 


of the United States contemplated by 
the 14th amendment. «tg, This de- 
cision forecloses and bars out 


contentment of counsel] that rights contemplat- 
edin the language of the first ten amend- 
ments were all included in the fourteenth 
amendment, and extended especial guarantees 
and immunities to citizens of the United States. 
If that was not true in the Presser case the 
limitations of the constitution upon federal 
power are not changed into immunity of 
national citizenship by the fourteenth amend- 
ment for the purposes involved in the petition 
in this case. Pastis to the composition of the 
jury in the trial court, the attorneyreneral 
said that he did not see how the personnel of 
the jury which tried the petitioners in this 
case coule properly be submitted to the court, 
or considered by it, in the present proceeding. 

This inquiry must be made as to the consti- 
tutionality of the jury law of the state of Lli- 
nois, and not as to how a state court may have 
construed that law. Mr. Hunt said that the 

jury law of the state of Lllinois was not at- 
tacked by counsel on the other side in the state 
supreme court. They stated expressly (read- 
ing from the proceedings) that ‘‘we have not 
thought it necessary to attack the constitution- 
ality of the law, because it may be given a 
construction which would make‘it unobjection- 
able.’ 

The attorney-general then called attention 
forcibly to the fact that recent changes in the 
7 laws of the state all had for their purpose 
and object the procurement of a better class of 
men as jurors. Is it possible, asked the attor- 
ney-general, that states are to be so bound by 
the federal constitution that they can- 
not change their jury laws in accordance 
with the changing conditions of their 
social and political life? Is it possible that 
whenever law is enacted in any state which 
recognize the changed condition of affairs—a 
law which is intended to adapt the jury system 
to such a changed condition—that the federal 
question is raised? Then the conviction of any 
man in a state court raises a federal question, 
and under the unlimited provisions of the four- 
teenth amendment that question can be 
brought to this court for review. He hoped 
that the court would not merely consider th® 
far-reaching consequences of the construction 
which the petitioners desired to have given to 
the fourteenth amendment. 

“Mr. Tucker asks,’’ said the attorney 
eneral, “if I do not suppose that the 
ourteenth amendment guarantees trial 

by jury. suppose that it does, but 
we hold that it was not intended to interfere 
withthe power of thestate to regulate jury trials 
within its limits, provided it does not deprive 
was: one of equal protection of the laws.’

THE PROHIBITION CAUSE AT STAKE. 


General Neal Dow on the Probable Action 
of the United States Supreme Court. 

PORTLAND, Me., October 27.—General Neal 
Dow was today asked if he had seen the re- 
re in the papers that the [oom of prohi- 

ition was before the United States supreme 
court at Washington, and what he thought 
would be the probable result. General Dow 
replied: 

“IT knew that certain cases from Kansas, 
Iowa and Georgia relating to prohibition were 
to be taken to that court, but I did not know 
they were actually entered there until Friday 
evening when I had a telegram from the Voice 
of New York concerning them. They are to try 
the question whether the manufacture of alco- 
holic liquors can be prohibited by any state 
without compensation to the manufacturers. 
That question has already been decided unani- 
mously by the justices of the supreme court of 
the United States, and I should feel no un- 
easiness as to the decision of these cases if my 
faith in the integrity of courts were now as 
strong as it was before I became better ac- 
quainted with the world and with men. Iam 
by no means sure that the. personal habits. of 
the judges and their social surroundings may 
not be a large factorin the determination of 
this question. An extensive observation has 
led me to the conclusion that the drink habit 
marks the judgment of its victims upon all 
questions relating to temperance and prohibi- 
tion. Inthe case (Howard’s reports on the 
constitutionality of the laws of New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts and Rhode Island) Chief 
Justice Taney said: 

“TI see nothing in the constitution of the United 
States to prevent it (any state) from regu'ating and 
a the traflic, or from prohibiting it alto- 

etner. 

. ‘‘Justice McLeean said: 

“The acknowledged police power of the state 
often extends to the destruction of property. A 
nuisance may be abated... It is the settled construc- 
tion of very regulation of COmmerce that no person 
can introcuce into a community malignant diseases 
nor anything which contaminates its morals or en- 
dangers its safety. 

‘* Justice Caton said: 

“Tadmit as inevitable thatif th> state has the 
power of restraint by license to any extent. she has 
the discretionary power to judge of its lim t: and to 
f° the length of prohibiting sales altogether, if such 
ye her policy; andif this court cannot interfere in 
tt @ case before us, neither c»uld we interfere in the 
extreme case of entire exclusion. 

Justice Grier said: 

‘‘All measures of restraint or prohibition neces- 
sary to effect the purpose (the protection of the com- 
munity) are within the scepe of state authority. All 
laws for the restraint or punisl ment of crime, for 
the preservation of public peace, health, and morals, 
are from their very nature of primary im portance,and 
lieat the foundation of social existence. Police 
laws for the preservation of health, prevention of 
crime, and protection of the public welfare must of 
necessity have full and free operation accgrding to 
the exigency that requires their interference. 

‘*‘A decision of the court that a state cannot, 
without compensation, prohibit and suppress 
breweries and distilleries in the interest of 
public health, morals, peace, wealth, comfort, 
and prosperity, would carry with it the dictum 
that grog shops are also sheltered by the con- 
stitution of the United States. However mon- 
strous such an opinion of the court would be, 
the possibility of it will, I think, depend very 
much upon the character of the judges and 
their personal habits and upon their affiliations. 
The decisida ofthe New York court against 
the constitutionality of the prohibitory law of 
the state had in its favor the drinking judges 
only, and against it the judges free from the 
drinking habit. The decision of a majority of 
the Iowa judges that the constitutional pro- 
hibitory amendment, though carried by a great 
majority of the popular yote, was void on ac- 
count of a perfectly immaterial clerical error, 
like the omission of a dot ora cross of a ‘t,’ 
should prepare us for any disappointment we 
may feel at a decision that a state can not, 
without compensation, forbid a great public 
evil, nor abate an intolerable nuisance which 
inflicts upon the community far worse mis- 
chief than comes from all the other sources 
of evil combined.”’

Trouble on a Louisiana Sugar Plantation— 
What They Demand. 

New Orveans, La., October 27.—Two days 
ago a general strike occurred on the ~— 
plantations throughout a large portion of the 
sugar belt of the state. Negro laborers, under 
the leadership of Knights of Labor, had de- 
manded an advance of twenty-five cents per 
day, the present price being one dollar and 
rations. This being refused, the negroes be- 
came violent, and refused to let others work. 
Today Governor McEnery received a dispatch 
from . J. Schaefer, a Terre Bonne 
planter, statin that his plantation 
was in the hands of the _ strikers, 
and asking for assistance, the parish authori- 
ties being unable to protect him. pres 
the governor ordered a detachment of militia 
to the scene of trouble to act under orders of 
the civil authorities.

A BIG CELEBRATION. 


Interstate Trade Parade and Fair Proposed 
for Augusta Next Year. 
From the Aucusta, Ca., Chronicle. 

The capital of Georgia in 1778 was the town 
of Augusta. One hundred years have passed 
and the city is not listed among the dead towns 
of Georgia, but is foremost inthe ranks of the 
manufacturing cities of the United States, the 
leading cotton market of the south, and fast 
becoming the great commercial mart and dis- 
tributing point of the south. 

In 1786 Savannah was besieged and the cap- 
tal was removed to Augusta. In 1787 ali of 
the original states, save Rhode Island, met and 
adopted the constitution of the United States. 
At the town of Augusta, on the 2d day of Jan- 
uary, 1788, tle constitution of the United States 
was adopted on behalf of Georgia by a conyen- 
tion of delegatesfrom different parts of the 


state. In lis all the delegates selected to the 
Georgia legislature were from Richmond 
couity. 


The capitol then stood where C,. Gray & 
Co.’s dry goods establishment now stands, and 
it was not until 15755 tliat the walls of the old 
capitol were torn down to permit of the im- 
provement ofthe building now oecupied by 
Messrs. C. Gray & Co. There still remains a 
stone in the rear of the building, on McIntosh 
street, which marks the site of the old cap- 
ito}, 

A number of Augusta’s leading merchants 
and citizens propose to celebrate during 1888 
the centennial of the signing of the constitu- 
tion of Georgia, and the manufacturing city of 
ihe south is io have then, besides a grand July 
state fair or exhibition, a trade review and a 
a grand military encampment. 

The idea is to make this one of the most 
meinorable occasions, not ouly in the history 
of the state, but the south. 

Augusta does not jump headlong into any- 
thing, but when she does start out, success is 
assured, and no visitor ever came to Augusta 
but the impression was so good that there is 
always a desire to retuTfn.

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RDS OF ACROP. 
A Big Falling Off in This’ ¥ear’s 
Yield of Rice. 


DECIDEDLY BETTER PRICES EXPECTED” 


Titis Season's Crop More Than a Quarter of & 
Million Barrels Less Than Last Year— 
Other Competitive Crops Short. 


From the Savannah, Ga., Times. 

Owing to the unfavorable spring and the 
July floods the rice crop in the Savannah ter- 
ritory is short fully 40 per cent. Tlie receipts 
at the Savannah mills last year were 686,000 
bushels, This year they will not be over 436,- 
000 bushels, and may possibly run 50,000 lower. 
For the whole country the shortage is 237,000 
barrels, or 2,607,000 bushels. 

The acreage of rice planted this year was 
about the same as last. But, owing to the de- 
teriorating causes in growth, harvesting and 
milling, there is a marked diminishment of 
yield; and, in comparison with the previous 
crop, Louisiana produces but about 67 per cent; 
Georgia, 77 per cent; South Carolina, 91 per 
cent; North Carolina, 93 per cent. Messrs. 
Dan Talmage’s Sons estimate the total crop at 
453,000 barrels, which, combined with 25,000 
barrels, stock on hand September Ist, gave 
visible supply for present year of 478,000 bar- 
rels, against 715,000 barrels in 1886. 

The sales of new cropthus far have been 
150,000 barrels, against 68,000 barrels, 1886. 
This amount refers only to the outward move- 
ment of the new crop, and unless combined 
with the stock of the old crop at distributing 
centres, does not show the actual distribution 
for consumption. The total to date for each 
of the respective years is 165,000 barrels this 
year, against 145,000 barrels last year. Deduct- 
ing these two amounts from the total stock and 
crop, leaves a visible supply, first hands, 15th 
instant, 315,000 barrels, against 575,000 barrels 
in 1886. 

In opposition to asomewhat prevalent opin- 
ion that the market will follow the same course 
as last year, the growth together with range of 
prices for the past decade are cited, these 
showing that prices rise and fall in almost 
exact proportion to the crop. The largest 
amount of crop is generally in hand in Decem- 
ber; hence, that month is selected as giving 
the lowest normal point. New York quotations 
are used—those of Savannah were about a half 
cent lower at the same period.

The foreign sorts that compare favorably 
with the fair to good grades domestic are to- 
day worth 4# to 54—cost on dock—and are 
hardening in value. The partial failure of the 
potato crop in Europe has already caused a 
marked enlargement of the demand for rice 
abroad ; and although the output of the Indies 
was 6 per cent greater than last year, the visi- 
ble supply is now nearly 30 per cent less. 

Three prominent factors determine the 
course of the domestic rice market—the amount 
produced ; the cost of importing foreign; the 
amount produced of other crops—such as pota- 
toes, etc., which are related in a greater or less 
degree to the same channels of consumption as 
rice. 

The facts in regard to these show that the 
crop is nearly 200,000 barrels short of trade 
requirements east of the Rocky Mountains; 
that the domestic in primary markets is be- 
Tow the cost of competing grades in foreign; 
that there is a marked shortage in crops which 
are, ordinarily, competitors with rice. 

These several reasons are thought to clearly 
indicate that there willbe a high range of 
values throughout the season. 

TURNING OUT BETTER THAN EXPECTED.

The cotton crop is turning out better than 
the people calculated on and the price is also 
holding up better than was expected. The 
corn crop is better than last year, and alto- 
gether the country isin better condition than 
it has been for several years, notwithstanding 
the heavy losses sustained by the great freshet 
in August last, We learn from the merchants 
that the farmers are paying up better than 
usual this fall. We have had five successive 
failures in crops, comparatively, and it has 
made times very hard, and many have had a 
hard time to get along, but we hope that the 
dawn of better times is upon us. Many of the 
best farmers have abandoned the all-cotton 
plan, and find that they are suceeeding much 
better.

From the New York Sun. 

Twenty years ago I was the managing clerk 
in an English. merchant's office, My work was 
heavy. Many nights I sat at my books until 
into the small hours of the morning. Once or 
twice I actually dozedo ff into asleep, to be 
awakened by the woman who cleaned the 
various rooms coming to her work. 

The house I was connected with had a branch 
establishment in India doing a large business, 
and many curious consignments of goods, quite 
outside our usual articles of commerce, passed 
through our hands. Perfteless cloths and na- 
tive fabric, brass and gold ornaments set with 
precious stones, collections of stones, botanical 
specimens, birds, animals—everything, in fact, 
until at times the contents of the cases, if 
opened and spread out, would have made a 
very average museum.

When the reptile saw me it stopped fora 
second, its eyes grew more and more aflame 
until they resembled two lurid balls of fire, its 
tongue darted in and out of its mouth, and the 
head raised higher and higher until nearly lev- 
el with my own.

Mixing Despotism and Democracy. 

The South American republie of the 
United States of Colombia is a remarkable 
experiment. It cannot properly be called 
anything else. 

After about twenty-five years of universal 
suffrage and democratic government, the 
revolution of 1884 resulted in the consol- 
idation of the states, and the adoption of 
educational and property qualifications for 
voters and office holders. Apparently the 
changes brought {about by the revolution 
and the new constitution have not been ac- 
cepted without some opposition. At any 
rate, the present administration considers 
the situation serious enough to justify the 
banishment of several ex-presidents and ex- 
senators, a rather extreme proceeding for a 
republic. 

Nor is banishment the worst part of the 
programme. The war mimister has issued 
an order commanding all journalists to ab- 
stain from comments on the acts of the gov- 
ernment, and especially police acts, under 
pain of suppression, and other severer pen- 
alties, 

It is evident that the Colombian govern- 
ment takes no stock in the Jeffersonian 
idea that error ceases to be dangerous when 
reason is free to combatit. With the press 
muzzled, the patriotic editors in jail, and 
the dissatisfied citizens banished, it would 
appear that our sister republic ought to 
have peace. But it will not be peace with 
honor, and it will not bea permanent peace. 
Russian methods cannot be engrafted upon 
a republican government. Despotism and 
democracy willnot mix. One of these days 
Colombia will have another shaking up, 
and the people will come to the top. Sooner 
or later the people always get on top.

How to bea Lunatic. 

The cause of George Francis Train’s in- 
sanity deserves more than a passing men- 
tion. 

Twenty-five years ago Train was the most 
brilliant man on the continent. His intel- 
lectual pyrotechnics dazzled and delighted 
the crowd. Mis epigrams were not worn out 
by repetition; they snapped and crackled 
everywhere. 

Everything that he touched turned to gold. 
He introduced street cars into England and 
published a paper there. Australia was in- 
debted to him for railways and telegraphs. 
He went twice around the globe and crossed 
the Atlantic forty times. He addressed 
thousands of public meetings in both the 
new and the old world. He was knocked 


New York, London, Chicago and Paris. 
But his insanity is not due to his adven- 
tures and hardships. It is the result of the 
abnormal development of the intellectual 
vice of exaggeration. The charge that a 
certain orator was ‘‘inebriated with the ex- 
uberance of his own verbosity’’ describes 
Train exactly. He got drunk on his imagi- 
nation. He found that startling statements 
and daring assertions made people stare and 
gasp, and he gave himself up to the work 
of astonishing the sensation-loving public. 
The habit grew upon him until he could not 
distinguish between fact and fiction, and the 
images formed in the delirious whirl of his 
active brain crystalized into the realities of 
life, while everything else seemed unreal. 
Thus the towering intellect was under- 
mined until it collapsed into a shattered 
wreck, a magnificent ruin. Such.a story 
points its own moral, The mind that is 
chained to the truth is sane through all the 
eternal years, but the mind that gives itself 
up to the dominion of the false and unreal 
isengaged in the work of its own destruc- 
tion. It is an awful thing to see genius re- 
ceive a mortal stab from its own bright 
lance, and the intellectual suicide of this 


gifted man should be kept in view as a warn- 
ing exaniple.

Even this figure is independent of the 
population of Thibet, Kashgar, Ili, and Corea; and 
the total number of souls ruled by the emperor of 
China, therefore, exceeds 400,000,000, and still dis- 
plays a tendency to increase.

*How should a cigar be fudged, thon, if not by 
smoking it?’’ 
“There are several ways. First, by its apy ear- 
ance, You can tell by looking at it whether it is 
well made or not. Then its color hes much to do 
with its value. But the way to test its flavor is by 
tasting and smelling it.” 
“How can you taste a cigar without smoking it?

“By no means. To taste a cigar you take 
the large end of it in your mouth and press 
ee tongue against the end; of the leaves 
hen draw your breath through it three or four 
times.

They Wanted to Kill Him, 
Conductor Patterson, of the Georgia Pacific 
road, tells a curions story. His train left At- 
lanta Wednesday night last rammed, packed, 
crammed with exposition visitors.

Night. 


A BIG CROWD FULL OF ENTHUSIASM, 


Remarks of Judge George Hillyer, Judge 
J. L. Hopkina, Alexander W. Smith 
and Rey. E. R Carter. 


The largest audience ever assembled in the 
courthouse was gathered there last night. It 
was densely packed with men and ladies and 
many colored people. 

On the stand, in addition to Judge George 
Hillyer, chairman, were Judge J. L. Hopkins, 
Judge W. R. Hammond, Colonel A. E. Buck, 
Colonel P. L. Mynatt, A. W. Mitchell, W. T, 
Turnbull, Rey. J. W. Lee, and Nick Holmes, 
colored. | 

After prayer by Rey. J. W. Lee, Judge Hill- 
yer, chairman, in addresssng the meeting, said: 
“It was our purpose to have a speech from 
Senator Colquitt, who has been a worker for 
moral reform and progress since boyhood, but 
his absence at Macon prevented his attend- 
ance.” | 

He then read a note from Hon. W. M. Bray, 
stating that his physician forbid him to come 
out, but as soon as he was able he would be on 
deck for the campaign, and until it was over, 
ang bidding them godspeed. 

This was greeted with applause. 

Judge Hillyer said—I was called en to speak 
two years ago, and I remember that then I 
felt nothing but the kindest and most generous 
impulses. I was impelled to the work because 
it was a work of kindness. I pledged myself 
then to pursue a conciliatory course to the end, 
and I have pursued that course ever since. 
Not one word of harshness or unkindness has 
ever passed my lips. No set of men has ever 
been so well rewarded as you, and you see the 
fruit of your reward tonight. [Applause.] 
The contest is not of your seeking. It is 
forced on you. Itis not now a question of 
the distufbance of a system recognized by law. 
All implied in that objection has passed away. 
Liquor has been driven out. The men enga- 
ged in the traffic have either gone elsewhere 
or are happy in other pursuits, 
The issue is clean cut and squarely drawn— 
emcee mae or unlimited barrooms. Will you 

ring back the one hundred and thirty bar- 
rooms or say nay?’ [A hundred voices re- 
sponded nay.} ‘“‘All have witnessed the hap- 
piness of the people. You walk about the city 
and see the evidences of it. You know it 
yourselves ; you can testify to it. On Saturday 
evening when you see men going home with 
their wages in their pockets, and see the clear, 
open countenances, the beaming eyes of their 
families betokening peace and plenty at home; 
when you consider that between 7,000 and 10,000 
persons receive their wages on Saturday, and 
that nearly all paid to them is applied to useful 
purposes, promotive of happiness or comfort, 
can you think of voting whisky back? The 
idea of asking patriotic men to say by their 
valiot in presence of God. 

“*T here consent to the restoration of the old 
order of things: 

“Tie who contemplates that a city with the 
standard of morals and intelligence as Atlan- 
ta is capable of a crime like that mistakes the 
people of Atlanta.

The men engaged in the advocacy of prohi- 
bition have no other ends to serve but to do 
right. What effect has prohibition had on the 
working classes. The tax assessor’s book show 
that in April 1885 there were 4,467 owners of 
their own homes, and in April 1887 
there were 5,145 persons owning their own 
home-—-678 more than in 1885. The increase of 
1885 over 1885 was only 154. How is that man 
constructed.in his reason and conscience who 
would briug back 150 barrooms to cheat these 
men out of their homes. Much has been said 
of the increase in assessments of real estate in 
the city. Itis claimed that the officers of the 
city were prohibitionists and their action col- 
ored by their views. The assessors were sworn 
to assess the property at a fair market value. 
Of all the central property there is not a. piece 
on the market at the assess- 
ment. The building formerly oecu- 

yied by Muhlenbrink’s bar sold in 1885 for 
503 005-.04.000 tarneceemionte were put onit 
and it has sold recently for $35,000, The taxpay- 
ers of the city and county on their oaths return 
their property at an increase of $2,119,125. 
There has been a marked increase in house- 
hold and personal property, at least $500,000. 
It was stated in Tennessee that the auction 
houses in Atlanta were filled with furniture 
forsale. This is accounted for—the people 
having bought new furniture have sold off all 
their old furniture.’’ [Applause. } 

Judge John L, Hopkins was next introduced 
and was greeted with round after round of ap- 
plause. 

‘*For more than twenty years,”’ said he, ‘‘I 
have not addressed a public assemblage. I 
have not participated in any campaign. For 
the first time in twenty-two yéars feel that 
no alternative has been left me but to come to 
the front and say I’m here and with you. [Ap- 

lause.} The duty of this hour no man dare 
_ patent LY When it was proposed, two years 
ago, to adopt prohibition I had not studied it. I 
was always for temperance and against whisky. 
I did not know that prohibition would succeed 
in Atlanta with her restless population. But 
I had no hesitancy in voting. Under the pres- 
ent circumstances and surroundings to remain 
silent would be acrime. Some say that it is 
flopping. Iam proud that I am a _ flopper. 
{[Applause.}| Such names are often adopted in 
canvasses to deter men from doing what they 
wish to do. Laccept it and thank them for it. 
I am a full grown tlopper. [Applause.] That 
man who is deterred from discharging his 
duty by such names is a coward. Have I 
changed: “Under those circumstances 
J was silent. Under the present circumstances 
Ispeak. If Lhad been the bitterest anti in 
the last election, and studied the results of 

rohibition impartially, 1 would be just where 
{ am tonight. The baltot-bex determined the 
issue, and the antis were in duty bound as men 
toabide by it. But they placed every obstruc- 
tion that.man coulll devise or suggest, and at 
one time itseemed that the effort to enforce 
the law would be crushed out.

Anderson did his duty. [Voice in the crowd, 
“Three cheers for Anderson,” and it was 
given.} ‘The winerooms were spared.

Anderson was at his 
post. If all the city government had lent 
their mora! support to the law its enforcement 
would have been more satisfactory. [Ap- 
plause.| Has the law prohibiting murder or 
any cther crime prevented it?

Mr. Aleck W. Smith, who voted for the sale 
in 1885, was the next speaker. He said he 
voted us honestly then against prohibition as 
he would now fomit. Then he consideredit a 
dangerous experiment. 

But it has not proved so. S ‘nce prohibition 
was adopted $282,000 has been subscribed to 
religious and educational purposes. 

In regard to personal liberty Mr. Smith 
said, there is no constituticnal guarantee of 
absolute personal liberty, for absolute personal 
liberty is absolute anarchy. There is no lib- 
erty not characterized by the eternal princi- 
ples of right. [Applause. 

Aleck Simons and Willis Crary, colored, 
arose in the andience and said that their 
names appeared in the list of antis. They 
proclaimed themselves straight out prohibi- 
ti@nists. | 

Rey. E. R. Carter, in response to calls,made 
one of his characteristic speeches. The antis 
appealed to the ignorance and superstition of 
his race and not to their intelligence. They 
talked of personal liberty. 
little personal liberty except toa man in the 
woods alone. Civil liberty and not personal 
was guaranteed by the constitution. The col- 
ored preachers all vote for prohibition, and he 
had no fears that his congregation, 1,250 strong, 
would go wet. Theantis are much exercised 
about desecrating the Sabbath all at once. 

His speech abounded in telling points and 
was frequently applauded. 

On motion, all the™speeches were ordered 
printed.

"A LARGE AND ENTHUSIASTIC CROWD. 


Brilliant Speeches by Messrs. Goodwin, Hill, 
Hanson, Mayson, Brown, and Others 
—Committees Appointed. 


Concordia hall, last night, contained a large 
and a notably earnest gathering of unterrified 
young anti-prohibitionists, who came together 
for the purpose of organizing the Young Meng 
club. But the meeting was by no means con- 
fined to young men. On _ the benches were 
seated men of all ages, men of ail trades and 
professions. There were present a number of 
the solid citizens of Atlanta. 

At 7:45 o'clock President Colville and Sec- 
retary Mitchell ascended the platform and 
there was loud applause as they took their 
seats before the small table in the center of the 
stage. Assoon as this applause ended, the 
chairman called the meeting to order and re- 
quested the secretary to read the minutes of 
the last meeting. The minutes were confirmed. 

A motion was made and adopted that a door- 
keeper be appointed to see that only those per- 
sons who are in sympathy with the cause be 
admitted into the hall. Mr. John Lynch was

sries of ‘Cooper! Cooper! Mayor Cooper!” 
were heard all over the hall. The call was so 
emphatic that the mayor, who occupied a seat 
in the middle of the hall, could not disregard 
it. He rose, which was the signal of vehement 
applause. He said that he was deeply grateful 
fur the compliment implied by the ¢all made 
for him. He fully appreciated, he said, the 
courtesy. All he felt at liberty to 8 was that, 
for reasons perfectly satisfactory to himself, he 
must content himself with announcing that he 
was heartily in accord with the movement; 
was heart and scul in favor of the fight against 
prohibition. There were good and sufficient 
reasons why he should not make any speeches 
in the pending canvass or take any active part 
in it. With these few remarks the mayor sat 

down amid loud applause. 
MR. J. B. GOODWIN TALKS. = i 

There were calls for ‘Goodwin! Goodwin! 
and Mr. J. B. Goodwin rose to respond. The 
crowd yelled for him to take the platform, but 
he said he preferred standing where he was. 
He thanked the audience for the call and said 
he would make a few remarks which he deem- 
ed appropriate to the occasion. He regarded 
the organization as an exceedingly important 
one. He commended the young men for bind- 
ing themselves together to contend for personal 


liberty. He believed that this Young 
Men’s club must result in winning 
many votes to the cause of 
anti-prohibition. There was a time when it 


required a large share of moral bravery on the 
part of any young man in Atlanta tocome out 
and announce himself as an anti. The con- 
tumely heaped upon such young men amounted 
almest to mtimidation. But now things have 
undergone a change. Now the prohibiticnists 
have adopted new methods. They have 
eschewed the weapons of vituperation and per- 
sonal abuse and have, as Dr. J. B. Hawiborne, 


the bright apostle, naively says, “decided 
to win them over. by kindness.” 
He was glad of this change. He 


knew of no reason why any young man should 
not come out and openly déclare his adherence 
to the cause. “It would have been more com- 
fortable,’’ he continued, ‘‘for me to have Kept 
my seat and permitted others to speak; for me 
to have refrained from any active participation 
in the campaign. Butit.is impossible for me 
todoso. As long as I live ina free country I 
will speak my true sentiments, give expression 
to my convictions, and I ‘will never wear any 
man’s political yoke. This is the time for 
every one to take astand in favor ef personal 


liberty. This is the same liberty which the 
founders of the constitution fought for. 


The issue is not in any sense a political 
one. But even the republican party has not 
assumed a position in favor of sumptuary leg- 
islation. As democrats I do not understand 
how any one can undertake to advocate laws 
which Zooxtva citizens of that liberty guaran- 
teed to them by the constitution of the coun- 
try. I do notbelieve that any young man has 
anything to lose by identifying himself with a 
arty whose principles are those of personal 
iberty. If I were required to sacrifice my 
hopes of political preferment or to stultify my- 
seli by advocating a measure which I knew to 
be alitagonistic to true principles of liberty 
and the genius of our constitution, I should 
unhesitatingly elect to abandon all hopes of 
political preferment.”’ [Great applause. | 

After afew more words of encouragement 
and some suggestions as to how the canvass 
should be conducted, Mr. Geodwin concluded. 
He was frequently applauded during the de- 
livery of his short and spirited address. 

AN ENGLISHMAN’S PROTEST. 

The next speaker was Mr. William Hanson, 
wilvo responded toa general call. “This is a 
decidedly unexpected call,” said he, as he 
faced the audience, ‘‘and I do not know that I 
can fittingly respond, as lam a comparative 
stranger here. Ionly came to this country 
about six months ago. Tam an Englishman 
by birth, but an American by adoption. Iam 
thus as mnch a citizen of the United States as 
I am of the old country. Long before I crossed 
the ocean I regarded thi@as an ideal free coun- 
try, where the citizen was permitted to 
enjoy the largest share of personal 
liberty and license not incompatible with 
pubdlie. morality. When I came here I was 
surprised to find that I had entertained erron- 
eous ideas regarding the liberty enjoyed, by the 
American citizen. The longer I have been in 
this country the more I have been impressed 
with the fact that the liberty of the citizen is 
constantly being ené¢roached upon by unjust 
legislation, exacting restrictions and onerous 
sumptuary laws. The citizen is actually in 
danger of being deprived of his liberty. If 
this thing continues, the result will be that 
here in this boasted country of freedom and 
liberty the laws will be more grinding than 
they are under the czar of the Russias. I will 
take for my text an interview with the Rev. 
J. B. Hawthorne published in this afternoon’s 
Journal.” Mr. Hanson read the article and 
he took up the words of Dr. Hawthorne and 
criticized them vigorously. He maintained 


the- proposition that it is neither 
sinful nor criminal for a man to 
make and sell any kind of malt 


or spiritnous liquors. The crime is to be laid 
to the door of the drunkard and not to the 
man who sold him the drink. His speech was 
regarded by all who heard it as one of the 
most logical and brilliant ever made in At- 
lanta on this side of the question.

COMMENT ON CHAMBERLAIN. 


His Remarks at Islington on the Commer=- 
cial Union. 


Toronto, October 27.—The Globe, referring 
to Mr. Chamberlain’s speech at Islington on a 
commercial union says: 

We have snown that the ntmost possible loss of 
Canadian trade by Great Britain, through a coni- 
mercial union would represent the loss of profit of a 
litle more than two million dollars a year. Does 
Mr. Chamberlain suppose that Canada’s usefulness 
to Great Britain is represented by that small sum? 
The real benefit of this connection to the mother 
country is that Canada maintains the flag here over 
# territory a3 large as the United States and keeps a 
large population friendly to Great Britain. The con- 
tinuance of connection means that many millions 
of able-bodied men, who will some day live in the 
dominion shall never be hostile to Great Britain, but 

n the contrary will lend their strength in the time 
of need. It is monstrously absurd to allege that the 
advantages of connection are not infinitely 
more important to England than the small 
sum that her merchants might lose . by 
the commercial union. .But Mr. Chamberlain 
made another serious blunder, On the eve of start- 
ing for Washington he fired a volley of vitupera- 
tion at the Irish-Americans, a yery numerous, im- 

ortant and influential-section of American people. 
Suppose even that his villification of them were not 
without justification. What sense. what fitness as a 
negotiary, did he evince by deliberately insulting 
thcm, upon the veiry moment of undertaking nego- 
tiations with a country where they are strong? The 
man has seriously imperilled the chances of an 
amicable settlement of the fisheries dispute, and 

laced Canada, his real client, in no little danger. 

‘he man incapable of keeping his temper when the 
interests of the largest international importance re- 
quire him to do so, is not fit for the fisheries com- 
missionership.. Mr. Chamberlain’s usefulness is 
gone; nay, be must be a great deal worse than use- 
less at Washington.”’

ceased tol @ a crown colony. Commercial unjgn is a 
fresh stage in a direction in which we *have been 
traveling since Lord Durham's day. Its advocates, 
if the Mail may be permitted to speak on their be- 
half, are not actuated by the slightest desire to un- 
dermine British connection. On the contrary, they 
firmly believe their scheme presents only means of 
keeping the country together as a British depen- 
dency.

Four Hundred Passengers from Italy 
Landed in Brooklyn. 

WASHINGTON; October 27.—The steamer In- 
dependent, from |Mediterranean porta, which

Surgeon General Hamilton, of marine hos- 
pital service, was today interviewed on the 
subject and said: 

“The first information reeeived here was the 
receipt of a copy ofa New York evening paper 
of yesterday which contained a list of places 
where the immigrants from the steamer 
had been sent. I immediately _ tele- 
facts to health officers at 
_ Places named, whieh I was 
required to do by section 4 of the act of April 
29, 1878. Responses have been received from 
Chicago and Baltimore that the immigrants 
are being looked up, and all nec meas- 
ures will doubtless be taken in re to the 
baggage. I have similar information from the 
health officer of this city, who was advised by 
me that two of the aes immigrants 
had left New York for Washington. to 
the power of the government to restrain ves- 
ports from entering, I have 
to say that there is undoubtedly such author- 
ity found in the act above cited, which re- 
quires that regulations shall be issued by the 
surgeon general of the marine hospital service 
and approved by the president.” 

The doctor cited precedents covering the 
case. Itis probable that no further aetion 
will be taken by the United States authorities 
until a request be made by local authori- 
ties, as the law forbids interference in any 
manner with state quarantines, consequently 
initial steps for federal action must eome from 
local authorities when in their judgment the 
time for such action has arrived.

The promise was violated by 
neither one and yesterday morning only the 
bride’s father and three or four nhitimate 
friends who had heen called to Atlanta from 
Montgomery knew anything of the contem- 
plated marriage. Noone, however, who knew 
either party felt any thing but pleasure when 
the announcement was made. 

At 10 o'clock the carriages containing the 
bridal party drew up in front of the Rev. Father 
McMahon's residence on Marietta street. 
There were in the party: Mr. Amorous and 
Miss Williams. Mr. Morris Brandon and Miss 
Claudia Lewis, of Montgomery; Mr. W. H.

What Was Done In The Depart- 
ments Yesterday. 


GOVERNOR GORDON GONE TO 9HIO. 


Matters of Interest Which Transpired Abou, 
the State and Customhouses—News 
of the Courts. 


Governor Gordon, accompanied by Mrs. 
Gordon, Major James T. Nisbet and Colonel 
Candler, returned from their visit to Macon 
yesterday morning at 8 o’clock, having greatly 


honor of Mr. Davis. 

The governor did not remain long in the city, 
leaving for Cincinnati, Ohio, at 1 o'clock, for 
the purpose of lending his aid to the success of 
the democratic campaign now on in that state. 
He will make several speeches, according to 
the programme arranged by the state exeentive 
coummittee, returning to At’antain abort ten 
days. Itis safe to predict that Governor Gor- 
don will be well received and that his ability 
as an orator will receive an added testimonial 
of success among his hearers in the Ohio cam- 
paign. 

No publication of the governor’s decision and 
verdict in the convict lease cases will be made 
until after he returns. During his brief stay 
in the city yesterday the governor afiixed his 
signature of approval to the act of the last iegis- 
lature amending section 2971 of the code of 1882, 
giving “rights of action to husband, children 
or any legal representative of any female, in 
cases Of homicide oecasioned by any railroad 
company or corporation; also, to any parent or 
legal representative of an unmarried male.” 
The governor vetoed the bill passed by the 
lately adjourned legislature, authorizing the 


commissioners of Chatham county and 
ex-officio judges to sell the site 
of the présent courthouse of 


that county and to use the proceeds of such 
sale in building a more commodious court- 
house. The governor's veto was entered on 
account of the constitutional objection to the 
two subject matters involved in the bill, and 
also because the cession could not be accom- 
plished in due form under its provisions, which 
would not reserve the right of the state courts 
to serve their processes on persons within the 
ceded territory. These were the only official 
acts of Governor Gordon, nothing of impor- 
tance demanding his attention and the routine 
work of the executive department is all that 
will demand attention during his absence. 

Attorney-General Anderson is still in Macon, 
haying a state case there today which will de- 
mand his attention before returning to the city. 

The departments were dull and barren of 
news yesterday, nothing of general interest 
transpiring, attention to routine matters being 
the only diversion for clerks and officials. 

During the next sixty: days the comptroller- 
general and assistants will be kept busy with 
the return of taxes by county collectors, and 
from this department will be furnished the 
most interesting news of the statehouse, 
especially to those who are interested in the 
statistics and indications of prosperity that tax 
collections afford, ,
